( This does not form part of thc Notification but is intended to indicate 
the general purport.) 

As per Notification No. G. O. (MS) 183/83/LA & SWD dated 1st 
November, 1983 , published in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary dated 
2-11-1983, the Taluk Panchayat Officer, Kottayam was put in additional 
charge of the Special Officer for Pampady Panchayat. The full time 
service of an officer not below therank of a Taluk Panchayat Officer ish ighly 
essential in a Special Grade Panchayat which has no elected body or 
Administrative Committee. Pampady Panchayat is a Special Grade 
Panchayat and hence it has become necessary to appoint a full time 
Special Officer for that Panchayat 


Shri M. V. Baby the then Taluk Panchayat Officer, Kottayam has 
retired from service on superannuation with effect from the A.N. of 29-2-1984. 
Government have decided to appoint Shri C. G. Balakrishnan Nair, Taluk

S. R. O. No. 542/84. - In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) , 
of sub -section (1) of section 3 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (Central Act 
11 of 1948) read with sub -section , (2 ) of section 5 , thereof, the Government 
of Kerala, having considered the advice of the Committee appointed under 
clause (a ) of sub -section (1) of section 5 of the said Act and also the advice 
of the Minimum Wages Advisory Board constituted under section 7 of the 
said Act, and in supersession of Noti ation No. 14336 /E1/75 /LBR dated 
the 3rd September, 1975 in S. R. O. No. 777/75, published as Gazette Extra 
ördinary No. 516, dated the 3rd September, 1975 hereby revise theminimum 
rates of wages payable to the employees employed in Agricultural Operations 
in the State of Kerala as specificd in the Sclicdulc hereto annexed and fix 
1-6-1984 as the date on which the rates shall come into force . 


SCHEDULE 
(A ) Minimum time rates for an eight hour working day 

Ordinary Agricultural Operations 
1. Hard working hitherto done by men 

Rs. 15.00

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2. Light work hitherto done by women 

Rs. 12.00 
( Preparing pits or bunds for planting coconut trees will also be treated 
as an ordinary agricultural operation ). 
( B ) Ploughing 
(i) Ploughing with labourers bullocks for 4 hours working day) 

Rs. 28.00 . 
(ii ) Ploughing with cultivators bullocks (for 4 hours working day) 

Rs. 17.00 . 


(C ) Transplanting. Operation 

The wage shall be the same as for an ordinary labourer, but the working 
hours shall be five for Kayal areas of Kuttanad area and six for other 
areas. 
(D ). The working hours and wage rates of boys and girls between the age 
of 14 to 18 years will be 3/4 of the wages for adults , depending upon the 
work turned out by them . 
„V.B. - The hours of work fixed above are hours of actual work (i.e., .excluding 

time spent in assembling , proceeding to work spot and returning , 

rest periods etc.). 
( E ) Minimum piece rates for plucking coconuts 

Per coconut tree 30 (thirty) paise plus 2 (two ) coconuts for every 25 


trees. 


(F) Harvesting and Threshing ! 

In Palghat District the shares of the workers shall be 1/7th ofthe harvested 
paddy. In other areas , the customary shares shall continue to be paid . 
" Theerpu ” or “ Vellamkudi” shall continue to be paid wherever it is now 
in vogue. Work shall be entitled to remuneration for carrying " Katta” , 
if threshing ground is not provided at the rate of one for every 81 hectares 
of paddy fields. 
(G ) Wherever the workers are actụally in receipt of higher wages than the 
minimum wages fixed , they shall continue to get the benefit of higher wages . 
(H ) Wherever payment of wages aremade in kind , the same practice will 
continue .
